This, though no record of Royal opinions, no 
Emperor’s testament, no Frederick of Prussia’s 
maxims, no Czsar’s commentar es, is nevertheless 
a light and amusing volume. An imitation of the 
once celebrated Adventures of a Guinea, it pose 
sesses neither the bitter satire, the grossness, nor 
the talent, of that work. It is an entertaining trifle, 
which may pass half an hour pleasantly enoug!).— 
The following short tale is a favourable specimen : 

“ Almost at the commencement of hostilities, 
I was cruising on. the West Indian station, in a small 
sloop of war, of which | was then second in com. 
mand ; when, in a desperate engagement with an 
enemy’s ship of superior force, our captain and a 
number of the men were killed, our vessel cap- 
tured, and the remainder of the crew were sent on 
shore on one of the smaller islands then in the pos- 
session of the French. Being the only officer whom 
heaven protected from death, | was marched at 
the head of those of my comrades, who were able 
to walk, to the commen prison of the petty capital 
of the Island. 

** We were incarcerated in small, dark and loath- 
some cells, without any mitigation of our miseries, 
for several months. In one of our daily visits to 
our breathing place, the iron bars of which reach- 
ed within two feet of the ground, I had planted my- 
self against one side of the window, with my arms 
folded, and my eyes fixed on the fine blue sky, as 
if regardless of any thing terrestrial. When I with- 
drew my attention from the bright heavens, the 
sight of which to a sailor is almost as reviving as 
the face of an old acquaintance, a tall thin figure 
with astern visage, indented with wrinkles, caught 
my observation. He wore a huge cockade hat,

AFFAIRS OF GREECE. 

Extract of a letter from Smyrna, dated June 21, 1824. 

* In politics I bave nothmg important to notice 
since my last, excepting that the Capt. Pacha has 
been collecting together a very heavy force. A 
frigate and some smaller vessels have just sailed 
from Smyrna with troops. About adozen Greeks 
were shot by them before they embarked. He has 
avowed his intention of immediately attacking 
Ipsara. 1 fear if he does he will overwhelm them 
He bas about 100 ships ; among which are 40 heavy 
frigates. He has also about 40,000 land treops on 
board. The Ipsariots have only about 6,000 men 
to oppose them ; but they are brave, and if the Al- 
banians who are among them, are fanhfal, there 
will be a severe battle. ‘They have shut up their 
wives and children on the top of a mountain under 
guard of 2U0 toreiga troops, with orders to Massa. 
cre them if they find the Turks gaining ground. 
Upon hearing the intention of the Capt Pacha they 
repaired to Church, where a prayer Was offered up 
to the Almighty that they might be successful in 
repelling their invaders; after which they kissed 
each other, and swore fidelity. The Greek Bishop, 
i is said, gave one of the most eloquent exhorta. 
tions wpon the event, ever heard. and ended with 
blessing them and administering the sacrament. I 
féar they cannot resist the Pacha whose force Is 
so very great, and these Islanders can expect no 
foreign sic.” 
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Extract of a letter from an officer on board the 

United States’ ship Hornet, dated Laguira, Au- 

gust 23, 1824 

“ We arrived here the day before yesterday, all 
well. 1 called upon the Governor, in company 
with Mr. Lowry, our Consul, and was treated with 
great pniiteness, An order had been recently issued 
to prevent all foreign merchants from opening their 
stores and counting-houses, but our Consul pro 
tested against such proceedings, and it has been 
revoked, and every thing seems to be gomg on 
smooih. Col. Watts will leave this place in a day 
or two for Caraccas. Commodore Daniels left this 
place a few days since, with about 3,000 men, for 
Chagres, to co-operate with Bolivar, who has been 
recently defeated, but not taken It is probable 
the Colombians witl succeed in taking that post.” 





ITURBIDE. 
Extract of a letter from Soto ja Marina dated July 23, 1824. 

‘*The Ex-Emperor, Augustin Fturbide, was 
landed in my presence on the night of the 15th, 
at this place, himself in the disguise of a mer- 
chant, accompanied by a German officer, named 
Charles Beinsky; but he was unluckily recog- 
nized by some of the natives, and both were ap- 
prehended and sent up to the city. On the 17th 
he sent on board for his family, consisting of his 
wife and two small children with her suite, four 
officers, two friars and a printer. On the 18th 
in the evening, he was sent to the Village of 
Padillo, (situated forty-five miles in the interior 
from Soto la Marina,) guarded by sixty Dragoons, 
with General Garcia at their head.” 

On the next morning, the 20th, at 4 o’clock, 
A. M. before day-light, he was executed at th 
head of the army. They say he died boldly, 
having previously made a long speech in favour 
of the Government, exhorting the troops to be 
obedient and attentive to their duty. All his 
suite are detained under a strong guard, and it 
is reported they will suffer the same punishment 
as the Emperor.. The widow has expressed her 
wish to return to London and bring the rest of 
her children, six in number, along with her, to 
this country.” 

The letter adds, that the brig Swift, which 
brought Iturbide out, had that morning sailed for 
New Orleans or Havana ; and that it Was well she 
did, for 50 soldiers arrived immediately after- 
wards to take possession of her.

TO F’) RMERS.—Make up your apples which | 


may have fullen and are decaying, into cider, to 
be converted into vinegar, ‘and in order that 
there may be no specked or unripe fruit remain- 
ing under the trees to enter inte the composition 
of the cider to be made next month, which is 
generally the best time e year, for moking 
cider for family use — Bj tand. for filtering 
through sand—Clean ir 
aud be in readiness ; not ave tine or 
may be sick next montis, so have your cidép 
spoiled. As soon as the cider is worked, let it 
be racked into clean easks, or bottles. 

Look around you and sewpif you cannot take 
some Measurcs to improve your farm, Can you 
not drain the wet purts of it, and lead in streams 
upon the dry ; remove stumps, stones, &e. build 
walls: or prepare a place for compost. Can you 
not make a lange stack of litter, in or near your 
barn-yard, which you May cut down next winter 
as fast asthe cattle will tread it into the dung ;
